This, I trust, brings to a long- 
overdue end a vicious and whol- 
ly despicable bit of political 
blackmail. which long has flour- 
ished in this particular form in 
Georgia and other Southern 
state campaigns. 

Not only did jhe Governor of 
Georgia shake hands and wel- 
come the president of the Negro 
Elks, and allow himself to be 
photographed so doing, but he 
previously had sent the organi-. 
zation a letter of invitation to 
hold their. canvention in Geor- 
gia. There assuredly is nothing 
wrong with such an action, and 
nothing about it to criticize. It 
is the duty of public officials, 
mayors, governors, and chair- 
men of commissions to welcome 
visiting conventions, delegations 
end committees and Governor 
Talmadge and others in 
official or semi-official positions 
who so do are carrying out 
only what is required of their 
office or position, and their per- 
sonal concept of good manners. 
It also is the duty of all persons 
who influence opinion to partici- 
pate in public meetings which 
have for their purpose the prog- 
ress of the state and its insti- 
tutions. 

After all, the handshake, 
which originated as a gesture to 
show a visting stranger that the 
right hand contained no weapon, 
confers no knighthood by its 
clasp. Nor does it establish any 
grade of social protocol. The 
handshake is merely a greeting. 
Surely, there is no person of 
good manners and good will who 
will object. The Governor was 
exactly right. . 


Progress 


Those interested in removing 
all possible demagoguery and 
petty meanness from politics 
will be especially pleased that 
the Governor has joined in tak- 
ing this stand against a practice 
heretofore common in the state 
and the South—namely, the cir- 
culation of photographs Of citi- 
zens who might have, in the 
past, in an official capacity as a 
church or commencement 
speaker, a candidate for office, 
as holder of public office, or as 
a participant in a public discus- 
sion, appeared with a Negro or 
Negroes and in this capacity 
been photographed and the pic- 
ture published in the daily 
press. 

For many years sources us- 
ually anonymous have _ busied 
themselves during each state 
campaign to send such pictures 
through the mails, and to leave 
them in hotels and other public 
places. Invariably there has 
been published with them dis- 
torted statements, often vile, 
and always false. They were 
wildly inflammatory appeals to 
the worst sort of racial preju- 
dice, pandering to the basest 
mentalities. 

They rarely had any appreci- 


' gable effect. A person who would 


be influenced by this sort of 
fropaganda would, of course, 
like those employing it, be lost 
to reason and slave only to prej- 
udice. Therefore, these hate pic- 
tures almost always ended .up 
like the Biblical parable of the 
seed sown on barren ground.

Of $100,000 
And Asylum

KIMPO AIR BASE, Korea, 

Sept. 21 (P—A Communist pilot 
believed to be Chinese or North 
Korean, landed a Russian-built 
MIG-15 jet fighter here today to 
claim $100,000 reward and polit- 
ical asylum from the U. S. Gov- 
ernment. 
' The pilot landed the swift Com- 
munist jet at this big American 
air base near Seoul at 9:24 a.m. 
(7:24 p.m. Atlanta time Sunday) 
to make himself eligible for the 
huge reward offered five months 
ago by the U. S. Government to 
the first Red pilot in. the Far 
Fast theater to deliver.a MIG. 


DARK SKIN 


His identity was not disclosed 

but it was learned he was dark- 
haired and believed to be Chinese 
or Korean. 

Newsmen were barred from the 
field until the Air Force had cov- 
ered the MIG’s unit markings. 

Air Force intelligence officers 
began questioning the pilot. High 
ranking officers, including 5th Air 
Force commander Lt. Gen. Sam- 
uel FE. Anderson, hurried to 
Kimpo when they heard the news. 

The swept-wing, high speed 
Red fighter roared down from 
North Korea through Allied air 
defenses and onto the Kimpo air- 
strip without escort. 


CLARK OFFER 


Gen. Mark W. Clark, American 
Far East and U.N. commander, 
last April 27 offered $100,000 to 
the pilot of the first surrendered 
MIG-15 or other late model Com- 
munist combat jet fighter. Previ- 
ously two Polish pilots ‘anded 
MIG-15s on Danish territory, but 
they did not qualify for Clark’s 
reward. 

An Air Force announcement of 
the surrender said the plane will 
be “‘checked to see if it is a 
modern, operational, combat- 
type MIG.”’ 

An Air Force spokesman said 
Clark’s offer never had been 
withdrawn, despite the Korean 
ceasefire, and the pilot would get 
the reward if the plane met the 
requirements. 

Anderson clamped a tight se- 
curity guard around the aircraft 
and pilot.

Let’s Drive Out 
The Loan ‘Sharks’ 


The loan “shark” is a. low person. 
He hits a man when he is down. His 
interest rate rises with his victim’s 
need for money. 

The “shark” is not to be confused 
with one who is in the legitimate loan 
business. The latter abides by the law, 
the former charges an exorbitant, un- 
conscionable amount of interest, which 
the law defines as usury. 

The legal rate in Georgia for small 
loans is 1% per cent a month or 18 per 
cent a year. Many lenders evade the 
law by tacking on additional charges, 
for insurance and service costs or for 
an identification bond. They’ve been 
getting away with it because the law 
says nothing about such charges. But 
there is promise that legislation will be 
introduced to remedy the situation. 

Another dodge is “salary” buying, 
a practice through which the loan com- 
pany contends it is not lending money, 
but buying a commodity, a person’s pay. 

The legal rate for that type loan is 

8 per cent. Yet a recent Atlanta case 
involved the arrest and conviction of a 
mali who was charging $25 for a six- 
month loan of $50; Or 100 per cent 
interest annually. 
_ There is evidence that the practice 
of fleecing the borrower is widespread. 
Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul Webb thinks so 
anc has announced plans for investiga- 
tio and prosecution of what he aptly 
calls “a pernicious bleeding of the life- 
blood of the poor.” 

More stringent enforcement is need- 
ed. So is additional legislation closing 
loopholes in the present laws. He who 
thirks he is being victimized can help 
by reporting his’ case to the Fulton 
solicitor. 

We have no quarrel.with the repu- 
taLle loan firm. But the “shark” must 
go. He is a leech who fastens himself 
to a victim already financially anemic 
and then drains him of what cash he 
ha. left.

Farmers’ Big Worry 
Is Income Decline 


Three members of Congress gave some 
welcome assurances to 3,000 North Carolina 
farmers in Raleigh. But while the farmers 
were encouraged by what they heard from 
Representative Clifford Hope of Kansas, 
chairman of the House Agriculture Commit- 
tee, and from Senator Hoey and Representa- 
tive Cooley of this State as to the attitude of 
Congress, the farmers know that they must 
deal with, and be dealt with by, the execu- 
tive branch of the government. On that 
point, there was not much assurance from 
the members of Congress. 

The thing that most disturbs farmers is 
farm income, which is off 6 per cent from 
last year. That figure is somewhat deceiv- 
ing as farm prices are down. 10 per cent 
and the only reason that farm income has 
not dropped in the same proportion is that 
farm production has increased. In most in- 
Stanges that increased production has not 
been consumed, but is being used to pile up 
surpluses, already threateningly large.

For the 
first time since the new administration 
began, leaders of the opposition are begin- 
ning to take pot shots at the President and 
his cabinet, as well as the Republican 
Congress. 

All of this symbolized the opening of the 
1954 campaign. The country has had a 
political holiday for the past eight months 
and more. 

It was only a few weeks back that some 
influential Democrats were suggesting a slo- 
gen of ‘‘Elect Democrats to Congress next 
year if you want the President's hands up- 
held.’’ But former President Truman has 
In his Chicago 
speech he made it plain that he does not 
believe.in any such tactics. 

Both he and Governor Stevenson laid it 
on the administration pretty strong, Mr. 
Truman using a bludgeon while the party’s 
titular head employed his customary rapier. 
In between there were thrusts from such 
party leaders as Sen. Paul Douglas of IIli- 
nois, who opened up with both barrels at 
the big business domination of government 
under Eisenhower. The Douglas attack 
was reminiscent of the merry quip by Adlai 
Stevenson last winter about his fears that 
the Eisenhower administration might be- 
come the “‘Big Deal’’-because of the pres- 
ence of so many big businessmen in the 
governmental structure. 

After hearing Mr. Truman and the others 
lay out the issues of the campaign as they 
are emerging, Democrats are beginning to 
feel a bit cocky. They see something to 
talk about in the failure of the Republicans 
to carry out campaign pledges for balanc- 
ing the budget and reducing taxes. Also 
they see valuable ammunition in the resig- 
nation of Secretary of Labor Durkin, accom- 
panied by the charge:that he was double-

Hartley-Act. Dropping farm prices will be 
another source of attack on the adminis- 
tration.

Air Force Defines a ‘Wing, But 
We're Still About a Dozen Short 


NEW YORK—The Air Force somewhat 
belatedly has embarked on a-program to 
explain to the taxpayers what constitutes 
a wing. But Russian spies here won't learn 
much, Neither will you. A wing, many 
will learn with a start, 
is not something at- 
tached to the fuselage 
to support the engines 
and provide lift. A 
wing, the Air Force ex- 
plains with the lucidity 
that can only emit from 
the Pentagon, is the 
fourth, largest grouping 
of aircraft. 

First there is a flight 
of planes, m@aning two 
“‘two or more elements.”’ After that comes 
squadron, ‘‘two or more flights or an ad- 
ministrative unit performing a single basic 
function, such as a combat squadron or 
maintenance squadron.” 


Then a group, which is composed of two 
or more squadrons. A wing, which follows 
in the order of eminence, is a “unit which 
is self-sufficient and capable of sustained 
efficient operation.’’ But the number of 
aircraft may range from 75 fighters to 35 
heavy bombers. 


A division consists of two or more wings. 
And at the top is an Air Force, numbered. 
With ringing clarity, the Pentagon says ‘‘fhe 
numbered Air Force is a flexible organi- 
zation of varying size.”’

Wings. The best minds in the Air Force 
chose 143 wings as the least number that 
could insure the security of the United 
States. But Congress cut the appropria-

In the fabulous days when duelling was a vogue in Georgia, 
it was a gentleman’s privilege to get himself shot or shoot 
someone else at his convenience. Honor was the magic word 
that excused this type of murder in the courts. For those who 
were a bit shy around firearms, the next best weapon was the 
horse whip. When a whip was applied expertly and with vigor, 
it was a lethal instrument. Permanent disfigurement or even 
death frequently followed application of the rawhide. One of 
Georgia’s most famous whip duels was brought about by an 
exchange of written insults between Judge Charles Tait and Gen. 
John Clarke. Red blood was the only colorful thing about this . 
type of duel. There were no challenges, seconds, doctors or 
selected meeting place. When the gentlemen met by chance in 
a prominent place, the fight was on! It evidently didn’t discredit 
a man to use a whip instead of a gun, as Judge Tait was elected 
to the United States Senate and General Clarke was elected 
governor of Georgia. These whip duels are still popular in 


South America. Only last week, 


one senor lashed his opponent 


to death on a main street! It was a cutting reply to an insult.
